Subject and Viktor were 
very much inter -ted in what source was working on, and wanted to know 
more in ue taxi about her research on " Navy policy and power politics", 
la pa. ticula* they wanted to know wuether she had acceos to "contemporary 
documents " ana w en Source confirmed tt ■aL she had , S.oject and 
Viktor e -.chnaged their looks .^ru.te meaningfully. " £0 impress taem" , Source 
also mentioned .hat she was seing "ail kind of admirals" from time t i time 
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f or int rviewing. A lew times subject asked Source how much freedom she 
Had in her contracts and "whether she was a f*ee individual" able to do 
anything she wanted. Source replied that she was completely free and did 
not even think of "putting herself into any restricting situation”. 

.m to the eventual Society , Source blamed for everything 
people in iev repealing her old accusations against Kiev for not having 
met any of her demands and wishes, she made it clear again that as long 
as IVOiV.h.- , HOLO S. .0 VA and others do not even care to reply to her 
questions and opinions sou. oe was not going to undertake anything along 
this line, t-he gave a few examples how her questions and desiderata 
were left unanswered or bypassed and she was not in mood to tolerate such 
attitude of people in iiev ancl here in the Mission any longer, 
subject agreed with Source that "this situation has to change " and 
told 'jevej al times Viktor that the latter should take that into account 
u'id d something about it.
